On  lin^  6,  page  1,  after  the  word  ^^day,”  the  committee  reports  the 
following  amendment:  including  any  Government  bonus.” 

On  line  9,  after  the  word  annum,”  the  same  amendment. 

On  line  8,  page  2,  strike  out  the  word  ‘^eighteen”  and  insert  the 
word  ‘^twenty.” 

The  majority  of  the  committee  recommend  such  amendments. 

It  should  be  stated  that  there  is  a  minority  of  the  committee 
opposed  to  the  first  two  amendments  and  they  reserve  the  right  to 
oppose  them  upon  the  fioor  of  the  S  enate. 
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
